Warns France 
Of Danger 


PARIS (#) — Premier Paul 
Ramadier said today his newly 
streamlined cabinet had found it 
necessary to consult the parlia- 
ment concerning the “danger to 
the republic’ which he said was 
inherent in the communist and 
DeGaullist ideologies, 

The government yesterday call- 
ed the parliament to a session 
starting next Tuesday, though it 
had not been scheduled to end its 
summer vacation until Nov. 13. 

Ramadier told a news confer- 
ence today the political “climate 
of France, which has suffered too 
long, is charged with electricity. 
Nerves are on edge.” 

In this situation, he said, labor 
movements are “being transform- 
ed into political movements”. He 
added, “the objective of these 
movements is the collapse of 
French authority and the halting 
of French production”, ; 

“On the other hand,” he said, 
“there is another diamatrically 
opposed political agitation which 
is aimed at overthrowing the po- 
litical foundations with which the 
people have endowed themselves.” 
The premier, who yesterday purg- 
ed his coalition cabinet of minis- 
ters suspected of having leanings 
toward Gen. Charles DeGaulle, 
said both these forces are “at- 
tacking the republic at the very 
moment when union is needed”. 

“That is the danger the gov- 
ernment must face,” he declared. 
“In such a grave moment, the gov- 
ernment feels it must consult par- 
liament.” 

DeGaulle has criticized the con- 
stitution of the Fourth French 
Republic, adopted by referendum 
Oct. 13, 1946, on the ground that 
it gives too much power to the 
legislature and too little to the 
executive.

It is impossible to forecast what affect the eventual 
establishment of a freeway will have in the development 
of the Chaffey district. That is, it is impossible at this 
moment to predict to what extent the proposed freeway will 
stimulate residential and business development here. All 
we know is that it will give a real impetus. Any person 
can allow his imagination to run at lengths. 

Locally, the proposed route will be placed on the On- 
tario-Upland mutual boundary line—if state officials ac- 
cept the recommendation of Ontario.and Upland citizens. 
The local site has been agreed upon here. While state 
highway engineers will consider local wishes and local 
conditions, the fact remains the proposed freeway will be 
placed where an over-all, far-sighted streamlined highway 
program will best serve all interests. It is very certain, we 
are told, that a way will be constructed between here and 
the Los Angeles metropolitan district and the time for this 
to be realized may come sooner than it is generally ex- 
pected. 

Good as are Southern California highways, the arteries 
do not meet the tremendous burden placed on them. Traffic 
snarls are becoming greater as the population influx con- 
tinues.

The answets of these ‘lawyers, 
some of whom admitted they are 
puzzled about the whole business 
of outlawing the Communist par- 
‘ty, are given here: 

1. Congress might try to pass 
a law not only banning the party 
but making membership in it a 
‘crime. 

2. The individual states might 
| ‘try to crush ‘the party by out- 
| lawing it and making membership 
| in it a crime. 

The states might claim they 
had a constitutional right to de-, 
cide what political parties enter 
their territory. 

3. Or the states might try to do 
it this way: by forbidding the Com- 
munist party to appear on clec- 
tion ballots unless it had previous- 
ly won, say, 50,000 votes in a past 
election.

Alvord is the arena director of 
a traveling rodeo show that stages 
the wild west classic in eastern. 
arenas during the winter and 
shows its wares to the west during 
the summer time. 

It is up to Alvord, who has been 
engaged in rodeo work as a com- 
petitor and front office man for 
30 years, to see that the cattle 
and the cowboys arrive at a rodeo } 
site together. 

If the bucking horses don’t buck 
it is Alvord’s job to get some that 
do. If the cowboys don’t manage 
to stay on board a reasonable num- 
ber of the horses and bulls they are 
called on to ride, Alvord must 
round up some cowpokes who can. 

Alvord, now 49, has arranged 
and run rodeos all over the US., 
including the animal show at Mad- 
ison Square Garden. He _ even 
took a rodeo to England in 1924.
